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Rebel Cavalry Leads the 
Attack—Moors, Follow- 
ing Tanks, Storm Trench 
After Trench Despite 
Strong Resistance.

WITH FASCISTS, OUTSIDE MA- 
DRID, Jan. 5.—Fascist headquar- 
ters reported today its troops had 
cut the highway leading northwest 
from Madrid, isolating the capital 


from Government troops in El Es 
corial and the Guadarrama Moun- 


tains. 

The Madrid-El Escorial road; re- 
garded as highly important to the 
capital’s defense, was reported 
dominated by seizure of the town 
of Las Rozas, 10 miles from Madrid. 

Government troops were report- 
ed driven back from Majadahonda 
toward the highway in earlier re- 
ports from the front. A commu- 
nique said the loyalists left more 
than 200 dead on the field at Maja- 
dahonda. 

As soon as the insurgents battered 
through several lines of Govern- 
ment trenches to reach Majada- 
honda, the rebels said, heavy ar- 
tillery was turned on Las Rozas. 

The village of Torreladones, about 
eight miles beyond Las Rozas to- 
ward the Guadarrama Mountains, 
also was attacked by artillery and 
aircraft, Insurgent officers said the 
original plan was to reach the road 
at Torreladones. 

Bulletins from the front said the 
loyalists put up desperate resist- 
ance, attacking the advancing lines 
with an artillery bombardment and 
heavy rifle fire. 

Rebel] cavairy prepared the path 
ef the advance. Shouting Moors 
gtormed trench after trench, follow- 
ing tanks which cut openings 
through barbed wire entanglements. 


Government Admits Ite Forces Re 
treated Northwest of Madrid.

MADRID, Jan. 5.—Spanish in- 
surgents swung their left flank to 
the Escorial road northwest of 
Madrid today. The villages of Ara- 
vaca and Pozuelo appeared threat- 
ened after the Government defend- 
ers had withdrawn from Majada- 
honda. South of the battle line, Bo- 
adilla del Monte remained the lone 
Government outpost. : 

The Fascists bombarded Govern- 
ment concentrations in the Villa- 
neuva de] Pardillo region with ar- 
tillery and aircraft, breaking 
through some defenses in that area 
west of Majadahonda on a sec- 
ondary road which converges with 
the highway at E) Escorial.

Ettore weighed 191% and Lewis 
183. 

The judges were divided on the 
decision in the non-title bout. Nat 
Lopinson, one judge, and Joe Mc- 
Guigan, referee, awarded the bout 
to Ettore. Al Levit, the other judge, 
gave his decision to Lewis. 

Fight After the Bell. 

Levit gave the first eight rounds 
to Lewis and the last two to Ettore. 
Lopinson gave Ettore four rounds, 
Lewis three, and three dven. Me- 
Guigan gave Ettore five and Lewis 
four, with one even. 

Although divided in the final de- 
cision, the judges and _ referee 
agreed Lewis piled up an early 
lead, and lost it in Ettore’s rally 
in the last five rounds. All gave 
Ettore the tenth and last round 
after a furious exchange in which 
both failed to hear the bell and 
continued punching® until pried 
apart. 

Lewis cut Ettore’s left eye in the 
first round and later brought blood 
to his nose, but he ignored these 


F handicaps and grew stronger as the 


fight progressed. 

Ettore’s rally started in the 
fourth when he landed several hard 
‘ rights and made Lewis give ground 
after a wild exchange in the cen- 
ter of the ring. In the seventh Et- 
tore again made Lewis retreat with 
hard blows to the body.

In the last round, Ettore carried 
the fight to Lewis and had the bet- 
ter of several exchanges that had 
the spectators standing on their 
scats 

The fight drew a gate estimated 
at $30,000.

The total of accidental deaths in 
St.. Louis during . 936 was 440, or 
10 less than in 1935, according to a 
report of the St. Louis Safety Coun- 
cil, Motor vehicle’ deaths showed 


during 1936 and 164 in 1935, a de- 
crease of 17 for 1936. 

In the classification of public ac 
cidents, occurring on streets or oth- 
er .public places, decreases during 
the past year were also reported in 
the number of deaths from _ falls, 
which was 25.in 1935 and 20 in 1936, 
and in drownings, which totaled 
five last year and eight the previous 
year. Deaths resulting from steam 
railway accidents increased from 
nine in 1935. to ‘4 last year. Total 


numbér of deaths from all types of}

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Con- 
gressional regulation of interstate 
shipment of “harmiess” goods 
when such legislation  supple- 
ments State laws was wunani- 
mousily upheld by the United 
states Supreme Court yesterday in 
an opinion, delivered by Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes, which found the Ash- 
urst-Sumner prison-made goods 
act of 1935 constitutional. Hereto-

fined to goods regarded harmful in 

themselves, such as diseased plants, 
adulterated drugs and obscene lit- 
erature or to objects used for a 
harmful purpose, such as lottery 
tickets. 

New Deal officials, looking for 
further definition of the commerce 
clause of the Constitution’ as a 
guide for future labor relations leg- 
islation, studied the decision today 

in the hope that it might give a 
clew for regulation of interstate 
shipments of goods made by child 
labor or under sweatshop condi- 
tions. At a recent press conference 
President Roosevelt said that the 
Court’s action in this particular 
case might indicate what could be 
done under trade practices legisla- 


tion, 
Some Over-Optimistic. 

Some New Dealers permitted 
their enthusiasm to read into the 
decision much that the Court did 
not say. Thus Senator Joseph C. 
O'Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming, 
sponsor of a bill for Federal incor- 
poration, quickly declared that the 
opinion “points the way for imme- 
diate legislation by Congress with- 
out a constitutional amendment to

The Court, however, was careful to 
say that the convict-made goods act 
related to a subject on which a 
state might “constitutionally” exe¢t 
its police powers. There was noth- 
ing in the decision to indicate that 
the Court had reversed its for- 
mer opinion as to the unconstitu- 
tionality of states laws attempting 
to set up minimum standards of 
wages.

minimum wage statute for women. 
Although the Court had upheld 
Federal and state laws regarding 
maximum hours, enacted in the in- 
terest of public health or safety, it 
has regarded minimum wage legis- 
lation as a violation of the “due 
process” clause of the fifth and 
fourteenth amendments on the 
ground that the right of contract 
between employer and employe had 
been abridged.

With the above words, Chief 
Justice Hughes, speaking for a 
unanimous Supreme Court, upheld 
yesterday the right of Dirk de 
Jongey a stréet corner haranguer, 
to express his Communistic polit- 
ical views and found ufconstitu- 
tional that part of the Oregon 
criminal syndicalism law which 
makes it &@ felony merely to assist 
at a meeting of a group which at 
other times and places advocates 
crime, physical violence and sa- 

asa means of effecting in- 
dustrial or political change or rev- 
olution. 


The Chief Justice read with feel-, 
ing the Court’s criticism. of the 
Oregon law under which De Jonge, 
a member of the Communist party, 
was sentenced to seven years’ im- 
prisonment merely for speaking at 
an orderly meeting, held under the 
auspices of the Communist party, 
to protest against police interfer- 
ence in a longshoremen and sea- 
men’s strike in Portland in 1934. 
De Jonge’s sentence was upheld by 
the State Supreme Court and he ap- 
pealed to the United States Su- 
preme Court, contending that the 
Oregon law, as applied to his par- 
ticulan case, violated the due 
process clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment in that it deprived him 
of the right of free speech as guar- 
anteed by the First Amendment. 

General 


The court’s decision yesterday 
was specifically limited to the 
charges against De Jonge, but the 
Chief Justice, in his opinion, used 
the occasion to define the limits 
in which states may constitutionally 
exercise their police power with- 
out infringing on the civil or per- 
sonal liberties guaranteed by the 
Constitution under the due process 
clause. 

The Chief Justice reviewed at 
length the criminal syndicalism 
law itself and the unusual reason- 
ing by whith the State Supreme 
Court interpreted the tndictment of 
De Jonge to mean that he had 
committed a felony merely by 
speaking at the Communistic meet- 
ing, although criminal syndicalism 
was not urged by him or anyone 
else at that particular gathering. 
After noting that the United States 
Supreme Court had to accept the 
construction of the - indictment 
placed on it by the State Supreme 
Court, the Chief Justice pointed out 
that De Jonge, although a member 
of the Communist party, was not 
indicted for participating in its 
organization, for joining. it, for s0- 
liciting members or for distribut-

Decision Reviewed. Briefly. 

“While the states are entitled to 
protect themselves from the abuse 
of the privileges of our institutions 
through an attempted substitution 
of force and ‘violence in the place 
of peaceful ‘political action in order 
to effect revolutionary changes in 
government, none of our decisions 
go to the length of sustaining such 
a curtailment of the right of free 
speech and assembly as the Oregon 
statute demands in its present ap- 
plication. In Gitlow v. New York, 
268 U. S. 652, under the New York 
statute defining criminal anarchy, 
the defendant was found to be re- 
sponsible for a ‘manifesto’ advocat- 
ing the ovérthrow of the Govern- 
ment by violence and unlawful 
means. In Whitney v. California, 
274 U. 8. 357, under the California 
statute relating to criminal syndi- 
calism, the defendant was found 
guilty of willfully and deliberately 
assisting in the forming of an or- 
ganization for the purpose of car- 
rying on a revolutionary class strug- 
gle by criminal methods: The de- 
fendant was convicted of partici- 
pation in what amounted to a con- 
spiracy to commit serious crimes. 

“On the other hand, in Fiske v. 
Kansas, 274 U. S. 380, the criminal 
syndicalism act of that State was 
held to have been applied uncon- 
stitutionally and the judgment of 
conviction was reversed, where it 
was not shown that unlawful meth- 
ods had been advocated. 


Fundamental Rights. 


“Freedom of speech and of the 
press are fundamental rights which 
are safeguarded by the due process 
clause of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment of the Federal Constitution. 
The right of peaceable assembly 
is a right cognate to those of free 
speech and free press and is equal- 
ly fundamental. As this court said 
in United States v. Cruikshank, ‘the 
very idea of a government, repub- 
lican in form, implies a right on 
the part of its citizens to meet 
peaceably for consultation in re- 
spect to’ public affairs and to peti- 
tion for a redress of grievances.’ 
The First Amendment of the Fed- 
eral Constitution expressly guar- 
antees that right against abridg- 
ment by Congress, But explicit 
mention there does not argue exclu- 
sion elsewhere. For the right is one 
that cannot be denied without vio- 
lating those fundamental  princi- 
ples of liberty and justice which lie 
at the base of all civil and political 
institutions—principles whieh the 
Fourteenth Amendment embodies 
in the general terms of its due proc- 
ess clause. , 

“These rights may be abused by 
using speech or press or assembly 
in order to incite to violence and 
crime. The people through their 
legislatures may protect them- 
selves against. that abuse. But the 
legislative intervention can find 
constitutional justification only by 
dealing with the abuse. The rights 
themselves must not be curtailed, 
The greater the importance of safe- 
guarding the community from in- 
.citements to the overthrow of our 
institutions by force and violence, 
the more imperative is the need 
to preserve inviolate the constitu- 
tional rights of free speech, free 
press and free assembly in order 
to maintain the opportunity for 
free political discussion, to the end 
that ‘government may be respon-

The Government, ina note of pro- 
test to Germany, sought: last night 
to .prevent the marriage from 
causing international complications.

MOSCOW, Jan. 5.— With at least 
12 children burned to death and 
hundreds injured in New Year's 
tree fires, the newspapér - “Za 
Kommunisticheskoye Proveshche- 
niye” (Communist ‘education) an- 
nounced today those responsible 
will be arrested and tried. 

“The trials will serve as lessons,” 
the paper added. 

Thirty-one children were injured 
gravely and one died when a fine 
broke out in Sverdlovsk in a room 
into which 470 children were crowd- 
ed. 

The fires were due in most part 
to the desire of the Russians to 
make a big event of the official re- 
turn of trees for heralding the new 
year, though many lacked the-prop- 
er lights.

MORE ACCURACY IN TRACING 
RHEUMATIC ILLS TO TEETH 


Recent progress in dental _ re- 


search has made it possible to de- 
termine with reasonable accuracy 
whether an infected tooth is the 
cause of rheumatic diseases, Dr. U. 
Garfield Rickert of the University 
of .Michigan told a meeting of the 
St. Louis Dental Society last night 
at Hotel Statler. About 400 dentists 
attended. ' 

As a result of more accurate, diag- 
nostic procedure, he said, some 
rheumatic diseases had been shown 
to have no relation to dental in- 
fection and extraction of teeth “on 
suspicion” has been greatly re- 
stricted. However, he added, myo- 
sitis (muscular inflammation), eye 
involvements and probably neuritis 
have been shown to be. initiated 
through dental infection, Of course, 
all foci of infection Should be elim- 
inated, he said, but not necessarily 
with the expectation of relieving 
secondary effects with which they 
have no connection.

OLLYWOOD, in the beginning,

It seems grotesque today, only 
25 years later, to think that Holly- 
wood was ever anything but one 
of the most vigorous, vital com- 
munities on earth. It has its suave 
metropolitan Wilshire boulevard, 
where a walking stick and a top 
hat are not out of place! its col- 
ony of severely’ elite shops and 
night clubs dainty as the icing on 
a wedding cake, along the Sunset 
Strip. Radio is rearing its tall halls 
right next to the crowded studios, 
and busy, motor-clogged avenues 
criss-cross a plain, the dust : of 
whose trails was once disturbed 
only by an occasional lone rider 
8 whirled by the dancing of gypsy 
eet. 
Hollywood then perhaps dreamed — 
of its glory, drowsing in the sun, 
its green wooded hillsides dotted 
whkh golden fruit, its hollows veiled 
in beautfiul dripping pepper trees. 
But in those days celluloid was 
something out'\of which you made 
collars: Glamour was an old Scotch 
word meaning “a spell cast by 
magic.” And though Hollywood
